The  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  in  Males  and  were  non-pulmonary 
WATER  SUPPLY:- 

The  Water  Supply  remains  the  same.  There  was  no 
shortage.  Dacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  Monthly 
and  the -reports  have  been  invariably  good. 

Chlorination  was  satisfactory. 

The  other  Public  Health  Services  remain  the  same.
